It was reported that the new constitution would 

"strip the governor of his authority over police and 
internal Security and hand the department over to the 
Bahamas Government." It was also reported that the 
proposed constitution would "require the British 
Government to consult the Bahamas on all actions 
affecting the iSlands' foreign affairs and defense. 
The propoSal asked for greater freedom of movement for 
the local government in dealing with other nations and 
in planning defense."
